In Ontario, beaver, otter and muskrat 
are protected, the latter, however, 
only by one month close season 
(April).

MCUNTED RIFLES IN AFRICA. 
’ The following report, sent by the 
Star corregponudent, gives ap, idea of 
the work the Mounted Rifles are do- 
ing in South Africa: 

On Sunday night B squadron receiv- 
ed orders to march cut and 
join Colonel Alderson, Ist Mounted In- 
Cantry Corps, which feft eariy that 
morning, Althcugh the greater part 
of the corps had twelve hours’ start 


of “our boys” it did not discourage 


dpranz into his saddle, ready, willing 
and eager for an opportunity to try 
adackusions with Mr. Beer. 

That evening they marched to

June 12: [I regret to report that Pri- 
vate E. Mullins, First Battalion 
Mounted Rifles, died from _ enteric 
fever ait Kroanstadt’on June 11, and 
that Privates J. P. Doolan and F. 
Perry, Second Battalion Mounted 
Ri les, are missing at Kroonstadt since 
June 5. I also regret io report’ that 
Private W. J. Hampton, died of en+ 
teric fever ait Naaupoort on June 12. 
(Signed}; Milner.” 


A ‘despatch from Ottawa states that 
Private Mullins was formerly a 
member of the Royal Canadian regi- 
ment. He went out to Africa in B. 
column of the First contingent, and 
must have afterwards been transfer- 
red to the Mounted Ritles. The dead 
man may also Se W. Moulin, of Ed- 
mionton, who joined the Mounted Ri 
les here.

COL. OTTER REPORTS. 

Lieytenant-Colonel Oiter, in a let- 
ter to the department of militia, un- 
der date of May 11th, explains that a 
Slight wound received in action on 
25th ultimo at Thaba Nehu necessitat- 
ed his returning to the hospital at 
Bloemfontein. He goes on to state 
that he has a good’ deal of correspond- 
ence to attend to in connection’ with 
letters from relatives of deceased 
sick and wounded men, both in Eng- 
tand and Canada, while the receipts of 
money and comforts sent for the non- 
edmmissioned officers and men of the 
fhattalion are almost without number 
find, of couse, have to be acknow- 
ledged and duly distributed. “I have,” 
writes Col. Otter, “three bank ac- 
counts in my! name, and a house now 
full of comforts, with more constantly 
@friving, awaiting distribution to the 
battalion when opportunity arrives, 
while a great deal has already been 
given them before we left here fthe 
last time, on 2ist ultimo. Thé Cana- 
dian ladies of England have forwarded 
through our awn high commissioner 
mo-less than 110 cases at different 
times, many of which have already ar- 
rived, to be given to the three Cana- 
dian contingents, and ali these come 
to me amd have to be looked after and 
distributeds At least a dozen other 
ladies in Engiand have collected from 
their friends similar parcels and sent 
us for the gallant Canadians—thesevall 
from total strangers—while inj Canada} 
from Victoria to Halifax, have come 
bales aind boxes galore. The disap- 
pointment of it all is that owing to 
the constant movement of the battal- 
ion these comforts, which the battalion 
needs very much, cannot. be distribut- 
ed, as they cannot be transported with 
it or cannot be got to it. 


“You willl have gathered from offi- 
cial reports,” Coi. Otter also states, 
“thait the battalion has seen no small 
hare of active service, and from the 
Public press, that so far it has acquit- 
ted itself in a ereditable manner, all of 
which I gm sure will be of satisfaction 
to you aud the public of Canada gener- 
ally. When I say thait it has no'small 
sltare of active servicé I am well with- 
in the mark; as it is fully conceeded 
here that, of Lord Roberts’ own im- 
‘mediate command, the 19th Brigade 
has had the hardest work and the 
‘most fighting, and.in that brigade the 
Royal Canaidian Regiment has done ‘its 
full share and heid its own in every 
way throughout. The day I was 
wounded -both General Ian Hamilton 
nnd Major-General Smith-Dorrien 
Same to me specially and compliment- 
ed us very strongly on the day’s workg 
and referred in the same terms io the 
bajttalion’s previous record.
